vented our ‘noticing the unpretending, 
‘but suggestive, little pamphlet published 
by Mr Kingsmill. on the subject of 
Copper Cash and the’ Tea Trade,”. Con- 
fining our, present remarks to his obser- 
yation on’ the gradual deterioration and 
present. basencsy of the only’ standitrd 
coinage of the Empire, wa will endeavor 
to give some idea of the statements he 
makes and the deductions. at’ which he 
arrives, 

Roferring to the oft repeated progla- 
nitions put forth by the authorities 
forbidiling the debusement of the coinage, 
he jtruly -observes that the _ peuilties 
threatened must of necessity remain a 


itself’ neglects’ to furnish:a proper supply 
of coin for the requirements’ of its sub- 
jects. .Now.the want of anything like 
a fixed standard of weight and value, or 
rather the neglect to enforce the regula- 
tions originally laid. down under this 
head, has-been. at the root of the evil 
complained of, and Mr Kingsmill seeks a 
standard amongst the currency issued 
during the reign: of ‘Kionlung in 1735, 
He -finds the average weight of the: cash 
then issued ‘to be Tsien 1.13, probably 
allowing for wear and. tear, intended to 
be Tsien 1.15: ‘The average of the cash 
coined before 1820 and known as “ Han- 
kow picked” is however slightly under: 
Tsien 1,00, while that known as Chin- 
kiang. weighs from Tsien-0.940 to 0.943 
and the ordinary cash in usé at Shanghai 
averages but sien 0.78! Assuniing a 
standard. of Zsien 1.0, Mr Kingsmill 
finds that the price at which it would pay 
te ‘issue a new. coinage would be ‘about 
Tnels 0,675,-and’ points out the necessity 
of our urging upon the Chinese’ Govern- 
nient ‘the proper regulation of this ques-

ATTEMPT TO BLOW-UP THR UN 
~ DOCK COMPANY'S OFFICE IN THE. 
HONGKONG HOPEL, 


What motive could have ‘inspired the 
persons who. laid arid lit ‘the gunpowder 
bays in the Union Dock: Company's Office 
at. the New Hotel last night?—This has 
been. the’ Colonial svonder throughout the 


that wouder is likely -to outlive the usual 
perioi of nine days, That an attempt waa 
made. to destroy something either by explo- 
sivo, means or by fire supposed .to result 
from such explosion, is clear enough ; but 
what the particular thing was agaiust which 
the: diabolical attempt was made, or what 
object the scoundrels had in ‘making auch’ 
attempt, are at present-questions of pure con- 
jecture. Thatourreaders, however, may have 
cthe opportunity of drawing their own con- 
clusions from the occurrence, we shall nar- 
Tate the facta ag they have beon given to 
us by good authority. Oi ae 
About nite o’lutk last ‘night an explo- 
sion” was heard onthe Hotel premises; 
which was felt by gentlemen.in'the United 
Club room just over the, Union Dock: Com- 
pany’s Oitice, at the coruer nearest. the 
Clock Tower. . fo the Dock Office there ‘aro 
threo doors—one facing Queon’s Rod, one 
on the North side communicating with the 
Hotel. Office, and another opening from the 
main passage of the Hotel; che’ first, of 
which ouly is used. - Immediately on its 
being learnt that the scene of tha commotion 
fyas tho. Duck Office, Mr-Duggan, the hotel 
manager, had the last-named door broken 
opeu, whén it was found that the room was 
densely filled with sulphureuws amuke, -The 
alarm of fire was al once given, and the 
Hotel iumates turned out.’ Messrs Deane, 
Creagh and Jarman, with a forces of police 
and the fire engine, arvived very promptly 
on the scone; but before they had-time to 
get there; Mr. Duggan ‘and his’ barkeeper 
Mr Vaughan) had, by means of somewhat 
|visky. groping about the room, found that 
‘the ‘canse of alarm was a comparatively 
well-plamicd attenipt to blow up the place 
with gunpowder. Five torpedoes had been 
laid, in various parts of tlie oftice, in the 
shapo of brown-paper parcela of from-1 to 
iB lbs, of gunpowder, over which fired joss- 
sticks were laid. One deposit was varefully 
jlanted ‘under the iron safe in which the 
Company's books are kept, tha door of 
which was open, while the key (which had 
been abstracted from a drawer):lay on the 
book-keeper’a desk. Some of the smaller 
and less important books were laid on the 
powder-bag, end ‘on, their tops resting on 
tho safe, aa if to communicate the fire to 
the larger books in the safe, Another bag 
wus placed ‘under the book-keeper’s desk ; 
a third was found under: the desk of 
Mr Mitchell, - the manager; a fourth 
was placed inside a small room par- 
titioned off for. the, compradore’s use ; 
while the fifth—the bag . tle- ‘explosion 
of which raised the-alarm—had been placed 
on a small box directly undor the handle of 
the door leading to the Hutel Office, This 
door -is scorched and blackened ; but‘ the 
effects of ‘the ‘explosion cannot be.said to 
extend beyond -that., A chandelier which 
hangs- within » yard or two of the. door- 
handle. before-mentioned near which the 
torpedo. burst is uueracked, and not oue 
of the - three ‘office wiudows, hear the 
slightest trace. of any shock or concussion, 
What might avo been the. result of thé 
firing of the remaining four “powder-devils” 
who lurked in varios corners of the room, 
and were’ located in more confined ‘apacea 
than the fifth; it isnot ensy to say ; and it 
is: certainly. not: to be regretted that .the 
activity and presence of mind displayed by 
the. Hotel manazément préverited the ex- 
periwent beiug made, . As mighthave been 
expected—but “apparently not as tho. Chi- 
ness” had” anticipated there was no. fire 
.] beyond the momentary flash; but, as this fact 
could not be distinctly: made vut at firat 
frow..the blinding smoke, .the fire-engine 
hose. was directed into the room, into which 
water was poured for some. time, 2hd some 
damage was done to ‘the’ Manager’s papers. 
About, ten o’clock,’ the Chief of the Fire 
| Brigade (Mr-May) appeared upon the scene; 
but by that time the business had resulved 
itself miote into a matter for the- cogni- 
sauce of Captain Deane. sis 
Thé chief question in thé discovery of the 
perpetrators of. this disgraceful’ and: inex- 
|plicable~act of. incendiarism -is,, By what 
ineans did: the incendiaries effect an eu* 
trance? It appeara that the compradore of 
the Dock Company (Lam Awan) is: the 
keeper of the keys of the office, and -that 
admiasion in the usual mode is obtainable 
only through him: or the office coolie.. Both 
those .persous, however, deny-having been 
near the office from Saturday night until 
the time of the alarm, Notwithstanding 
this denial, however, the office was observed 
‘easitally (by a gentleman in the hotel em- 
ploy ‘and. by passers-by) to bo open, and 
Chinese were seen moving about init; but 
this was thought nothing of, as: it appears 
to be the custom for the coolie to clean the 
office on Sundays. It 18 a-curions circum 
stance, that both the Mauager (Mr Mitchel!) 
and the book-keeper (Mr -Hyndman) did

he alarm of fire had been conveyed to 
the Ovutral Polico-station “immediately 
after ‘the explosion; and in a‘yery short 
time Mr-Deane appeared on-the scene: He 
joined in the search and himself discovered 
one more.torpedo concsaled behind a, par- 
tition.

‘The iron aufe in the oftice ‘of the Dock.Com- 
pany was found broken open, but it appears 
that money ‘is neyer kept there, and there 
was nothing in it of. any value to thieves, 
We hear that the books of the Dock Com- 
pany. wera found to-have been taken from 
tha safe, and in many cases laid across the 
baz of gunpowder, with the view apparently 
of insuring their destruction, The motives 
for this can‘only be guessed at as yet,

IN BEHALF OF MAGAv, 
.To the Editor of the “ Curwa Marz,” 
F Honeoye, May 29, 1808, 
Sis,—I notice in your issue ofthe 2let 
instaut, the following: ‘* While we do re- 
collect: that in the- previous war, Macao 
juhoapitably' slut: her gates to British sub- 
jects then unprotected.”—This is so singu-, 
larly at variance with my own experience 
as. a resident of Macau at the-time—pvre- 
suming you refer to the war growing out of 
.the Opium Seizive in.1839—that in justice 
to. the then Authorities and ‘Portnyucse 
inhabitants of the city, it should be contra-_ 
dicted. Pehding communication with Great 
Britain, Captain Elliott, Superintendent of 
Trade at Caniton, warned all British subjects 
to leave that place, and naturally they went 
to Macao, there being no other -to which 
they could go, unless on board ships an- 
cho od. off the Coast. - When: the Imperial 
Commissioner Lin ascertaindd this, he or 
‘ered the Macao Authorities to drive them 
away. At that time, Macao was under the 
joint or rather. divided Government of the 
Portuguese and Chinese, tlie foruier havin, 
jurisdiction .over:. their own. people ‘and 
forcignera generally, the latter over their 
own people ‘solely : neither, of ‘these. Au- 
thorities acted ‘on this order, beyond, as 
| regavds the Chinese, their sending to the 
Governor tke. usual chop requiring obedi- 
ence to the Vorimissioner’s proclamation, a 
Mere matter of form, which he well knew 
would never’ be ‘obeyed.- Other cireum- 
atauces however arose, which rendered the 
stay of the English at Macao, a dire burthen 
to the: Portuguese. inhabitants, ~The Chi- 
nese at Casa Branes and at the Barrier who 
held the jand and western. water approaches 
tu the City of Macao, prevented - supplies 
of food from, being brought in, and ina 
short time a great scarcity of provisions 
existed, while prices of everything rose so 
muck in value, that even daily necessaries 
of life were beyond the limited means of 
say nine-tenths' of the people, and there 
seemed: no. amelioration’.of this atate of 
things, 80 Jong as the English remained. 
The Imperial Commissioner, finding his 
proclamation disgarded,. then threatened to 
drive them out by force aud to bombard 
the City ; aud rumors were svon. currunt of 
thousatids of ‘! Braves” being prepared to 
march upon and. completely destroy -it-

LOSS OF THE “BENARES.” 
We have been favored with the following 
official -notice of the loss of the above 
named steamer :— : 

The Benares stvanded at-11.10 Paton 
the 23d instant, on one of the Islands of 
the Fisherman Group, immediately to 
the Eastward of Steep Islund pass—the 
nails, passengors, crew; the whole of the 
speciv, and two hundred and three’ bales 
of silk had been suved-up to 4 ps, on 
the 27th instant, The Prussian steanier 
China was. remainiig by the Benares, 
until assistance should‘ come ~ from 
Shanghai. No British’ men-of-war be- 
ing at Ningpo, H. I. ML gunboat 
Scorpion volunteered to assist, and arviv- 
ed. at the wreck at 7 a Mw. of the 27th 


instant... . \, an

The subjoined account. of the wreck 
has been handed to us by one of the 
passengers by the. Beneres. It will bo 
observed that it speaks unfavorably of 
the discipline prevailing- on. board the 
vessel; but on this point opinions will 
naturally be‘reserved until the appear- 
ance of ‘the full official account from 
Captain MeCulloch-;-— 

. Saturday, 28d © May,. 1868.—Siarted 
from Shanghai at 12 noon, -in the Penin- 
sular and Urieutal Company's Steamer 
Benaves, seemingly a fine vessel, everything 
betukening a safe and expeditious -voyage 
to Hongkong. _ The day. was rather sultry, 
but oir going ahead full speed, with a light 
head wind, rendered the heat. of the sun 
pleasaut ; everythiug on board went on 
satisfactorily and to’all appearaiice aecurely. 
About LL p.m. all the: passengers retired to 
their cabins with everyronfidence that they 
would awake in the morning to witness a 
different scene fram what actually occurred. 
Time rolled no farther on than 11.15 P.m., 
when we were aroused from our sleep by a 
heavy xumbling noise and. theu a ‘severe 
shock which pitched some of os out of our 
beds, smashing the glass globes of the lamps 
and sending everything udrift in the cabins 
that was nota 
on deck, and 6 ourastonishmont found the 
Stesmei’s bowsprit peering away up, almost 
touching-a buld head-land.

Orders weré next 
given “all hands to the boats,”. every: one 
taking the first boat he could get. | was 
always.led to understand there were regular 
regular boat-stations. inthe P. & ©. Co.'s 
steamers, but seemingly theré were néne in 
the Benares.. The boats were ordered to 
keep: in company. with. .each other until 
the morning.. The night “by this time be- 
ing hazy,” we could not see ‘a light more 
than ong thousand yards ; but despite every 
precaution, thred of the boats were driven 
out tosea,. Anxiously we pulled backwards 
and forwards, always keepiug.the vessel's 
light in sight, so ag. to. know -our “position 
until the morning should break upon us, 
and reveal the real state of our disaster, 
The hours. asenied to pass 80 slowly that 
wo almost. thought time was deriding us 
in our forlorn condition. . The Chinese 
boatmen got sulky aud would not pull 
with a Will; the Lascars eat down in 
the buat etying ‘ Allah,” giving them- 
selves. up to the all:proteoting power of 
the Dvity ; thinking they were going, to 
be lost, they calmly yielded, and made no 
exertion to'save themselves ; ao We had to 
take tu-tlie oars onrsclves, and steadily all 
night, with ® laugh ant a joke to enconrage’ 
each other, we pulled away until the dawn 
of the morning. of the 24th. ‘Never did 
hearts heat more: free and ‘light than ours 
did on thit memorable morning, to see the 
faint outlines. of the Benares still above 
water, through lying over on her side 
at about an augle, of 45 degrees. “The 
buats all congregatad together, and steadily 
followed each other through a narrow chan- 
nel between the ship and. the rocks into a 
crovice of tho headland where. we could 
jump from one rock to another until we 
ascended. to a stall patch of table “land 
about 30 feet-high, above high water marl. 
Bué three of the boats are missing ; “whore 
can they have gone to ?”’- was the eager on- 
airy of all, Tho response of course was 
that they must have been driven out to sea. 
For six consecutive hours we were scatter- 
ad here aud there on the difforent ledges of 
the rock; watching if wo could descry 
a. passing sail, when, all at once I saw a 
steamer coming round ove of the’ adjacent 
Islands, and recognizeil her to be the Chine, 
from: Shanghai to Hongkong... With 
evhoing. cheers and a waving of. hand- 
kerchiefs wé endeavoured to™ attract their 
attention, but all’in vain. The Chinw 
still kept. on. her course, rounded the 
point of the Island, and was lost to our 
view. Still.sve were not despairing, know- 
ing that if it came tothe worst. we-should 
have to. take to the boats and try to make 
Ningpo, about 70 miles‘distant. What we 
dreatted worst. was the sun which now 
burst forth with all its fury while we had-no 
shelter over us, and had not even & glass of 
water, However it being calm, one of the 
officers and the chief steward ventured on 
board and brought a small cask of fresh 
water and some biscuits, which bad a. sweet 
relish, and’ we thus enjoyed the best. 
breakfast that-had- been served for a long 
time. All on n, sudden ‘a voice cried out, 
“the stcamer is edming . back again,” 
and thia’proved to be tho China, with 
the three missing boats in . tow, that 
had. dvifted out to -sea on tho previous 
night.
